The section “Subdivision for Local Material” has been greatly expanded and given new im- 
portance in a separate section. 

A complete new feature of the revised edition is the “Partial List of Organizations, etc., 
That Issue Pamphlets” which is indexed according to subjects. 

We think the author has made this new edition invaluable to any librarian who has, or who 
contemplates starting a pamphlet file.

OUR FRONTISPIECE 
ROBERT D. FRANKLIN

The library career of Robert Dumont Frank- 
lin is exceptional for variety and inclusiveness, 
and this may be the reason that he can em- 
pathize with almost everyone among the 265 
persons presently on the payroll of the Toledo 
Public Library, where he has been director 
since August 1955 and assistant director un- 
der Herbert M. Sewell during the previous 
nine years. 

Bob started his library career, like so many 
librarians, as a page, in the old Cossitt Library 
of Memphis, Tennessee, his home town, 
when he was a junior in high school. He was 
Cossitt’s only page for the first several months. 
He continued as a desk clerk while attend- 
ing Southwestern college, learning not only 
the usual duties, but the overdue k mes- 
senger’s cunning ways in tracking delinquents; 
printing library forms on the old hand-cranked 
multigraph and mimeograph; recasing books 
and pre-binding primers; guiding visitors to 
the library’s museum (which boasted a “gen- 
uine” mermaid as well as the usual birds’ 
eggs and s); running a one-man branch in 
summer, looking after the newspaper room 
(with a watchful eye to interrupt the balmy 
old gentleman who periodically would begin 
removing his clothes and had to be persuaded 
not to until his family called for him); and

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helping blind persons make selections from 
the library’s collection of huge bumpy-paged 
books in Moon and Braille. 

Some vivid memories from those years 
include upsetting, on his first day as a page, 
a fully-loaded three shelf mammoth book 
truck, one of those relics with two wheels in 
center and one at each end, which were about 
as stable as a canoe; the electric shock he 
used to get from walking on the glass floors 
of the “fireproof” stack vault; the night a 
metal stool tore out the seat of his dark blue 
pants and the janitor sewed in a section from 
a discarded umbrella to last the evening; and 
that red-faced day a toddler mistook his back 
for his father’s, and followed him across the 
main floor calling “Daddy, Daddy!”. 


Bob left library work and Southwestern in 
the sophomore year to become a credit and ad- 
justment correspondent for the Procter and 
Gamble Company, and learned much about 
the organization and operation of a large cor- 
poration’s district office during his two-year 
stay. Deciding to leave the business world 
and become an English teacher, he entered 
the University of Tennessee in 1930 just in 
time to lose all his savings when the banks in 
Knoxville and elsewhere closed. From then 
until June 1933 he worked every night at 
Lawson McGhee, Knoxville’s public library, 
where Mary U. Rothrock then presided, get- 
ting his pay in city warrants. Here he met 
Mary McFarland (Mary Mac) Wilson, one- 
time fellow student of this writer, who was 
then a bookmobile librarian. Mary Mac 
shortly transferred to the New York Public 
Library and with her pulling power and the 
encouragement of Miss Rothrock (an ir- 
resistible combination), Bob secured a job at 
Teachers’ College Library. Soon after, with 
the aid of a scholarship, a loan and another 
every-night job as a student-assistant for 
Abigail Hausdorfer in the old SLS library, 
he attended Columbia School of Library 
Service. The job and the SLS curriculum 
didn’t allow much time for courtship and 
study but somehow he persuaded Columbia 
to graduate him, Mary Mac to marry him and 
the New York Public Library to hire him, in 
a year (1934) when only about 20 per cent 
of l.s. graduates had assurance of jobs before 
graduation. This was when I first met him, 
as we both worked in the Fifth Avenue and 
42nd Street Library which Bob, sadly addicted 
to puns, refers to as “that marbleous biblio- 
pile.” 

While on the NYPL staff he transferred 
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to the Circulation Department which operates 
branch libraries in Manhattan, the Bronx and 
Staten Island. Except for Franklin Hopper, 
its head, he was the only male librarian among 
some hundreds of females, a situation that 
didn’t faze him. His duties comprised a sum- 
mer of children’s work including story-telling, 
looking after the system’s magazine reservoir 
at Morrisania Branch and reference work at 
the Bronx Reference Center near Fordham. 

Late in 1936 Bob was appointed to fill the 
newly-created post of head librarian for the 
American Merchant Marine Library Associ- 
ation with headquarters in New York. From 
branch libraries in seven seaports and at the 
Soo Locks, box libraries for the crews were 
placed on some 1300 American merchant 
ships and J. P. Morgan’s yacht. This mari- 
time library service, then dependent on an- 
nual contributions, had many rewards, but 
many frustrations. In July 1938 Bob returned 
to Memphis where he became director of 
Shelby County Libraries, a demonstration 
service then financed by the Rosenwald Foun- 
dation in five southern counties. This was an 
early groping for equalization if not integra- 
tion of library service to Negroes and whites, 
and as county librarian Bob supervised school 
and community libraries in six white and 
three Negro high schools, twelve junior high 
and about seventy elementary schools ranging 
down to one room buildings off in the woods 
and fields. 

In 1941 and 1943 his two children were 
born, Linda Campbell, now a senior at Toledo 
University, and Robert McFarland, a fresh- 
man at Yale. 

In 1944 he had leave of absence for three 
months to be the first executive secretary, in 
Chicago headquarters, for the fund raising 
campaign to establish an ALA office in Wash- 
ington, leaving that when the Draft Board 
inducted him for general service in the Army, 
a service from which he was subsequently de- 
ferred because of his family needs and the 
favorable turn of the war. 

The Franklins moved to Toledo in 1946, 
living on a 12 acre farm and making many 
friends not only through Bob’s public rela- 
tions work for the Toledo Public Library as 
its assistant director, but also through Mary 
Mac’s teaching of rug-hooking to hundreds 
of Toledo women, a hobby that also beauti- 
fully covers the floors in the Franklin’s home. 
(He reads aloud suspenseful books to speed 
her hooking). In 1954-55 Bob was elected 
president of the Ohio Library Association,

becoming director of the Toledo Library the 
same year. For over 15 years he has conducted 
a weekly ad lib radio program about books 
and the fun of reading, presently heard at 
11:15 p.m. Sundays over WSPD. For six 
months he conducted a similar TV program 
but feels that radio is a better channel for 
library publicity. He serves on the Board of 
the Greater Toledo Educational TV Founda- 
tion, operating WGTE-TV. 

Perhaps Bob is best known in the library 
profession for the publications he writes and 
edits, especially the Toledo Library’s famous 
house-organ The Tee Pee, issued from his 
notebook and office every two weeks since 
January 1947, and in 1958-59 abridged as a 
weekly column on the Toledo Sunday Blade’s 
book page. The TPL annual reports, which 
he has written and designed since 1948, have 
also won international notice as among the 
most effective and readable brief reports pub- 
lished. Last year 20,000 copies were distri- 
buted, mostly through local organizations. 
Bob’s by-line is also frequently seen in letters 
and articles in the national professional jour- 
nals, often expressing a dissenting viewpoint. 
He is, at present, an editorial consultant for 
the Library Journal. He has lectured, ac- 
companied by slides of color pictures mostly 
taken by himself, on many aspects of public 
library service, in several library schools and 
regional meetings, and has recently served as 
site-consultant for the Lansing Board of Edu- 
cation in connection with their projected new 
main library. 

Bob plays tennis several times a week from 
May till November, and is known in Toledo 
for the long walks he takes with his red Irish 
setter, Tuppenny. He is a Rotarian, a past 
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president of the Torch Club, and serves on 
several civic boards. Like the writer he has 
preached in many forums since 1947 the need 
for strengthening the United Nations into an 
effective organization for policing and order- 
ing international relations. In 1958, on his 
second spring tour of Europe, he was com- 
missioned by the Toledo Blade to write a 
series of articles growing out of interviews 
with literary celebrities and officials of the 
library and book publishing world, which led 
to several friendships which have been kept 
up since then. From this experience he organ- 
ized a fast-growing branch of the English- 
Speaking Union in Toledo, of which he is cur- 
rently president. Since 1955, through ads in 
the Times Literary Supplement (London) he 
has brought a number of British librarians to 
Toledo’s and other libraries, not as exchanges, 
but as immigrants. In 1954 he helped com- 
poser Elizabeth Gould, winner of interna- 
tional awards for her musical creations, 
write the words for her Declaration For Peace, 
a work for voices and orchestra published by 
Elkan-Vogel Co. of Philadelphia, which was 
performed at the Brussels World’s Fair, in 
several German music festivals, and in Toledo 
and Philadelphia choral concerts. Bob is con- 
fident that some day this moving anthem will 
catch widespread attention, and has dedicated 
any royalties to furthering the U. N. cause. 

Robert D. Franklin’s career is character- 
ized by an independent mind, a fine sense of 
humor and true dedication to his calling. He 
is a good bookman, a good administrator, a 
good publicist and a man of the world—a 
happy combination of the qualities ideally 
04 to lead the great institution which he 

eads.

The American Book Collector. Special Number: 
James T. Farrell. Largely the work of Professor Edgar 
M. Branch of Miami University, Farrell’s bibliogra- 
pher, this issue of the ABC is of importance, not only 
to the collector of Studs Lonigan’s creator, but to any- 
one interested in the Chicago novelist. Professor Branch 
has three long contributions: an essay on Studs Lonigan, 
“American Writer in the Twenties: James T. Farrell 
and the University of Chicago,” and “A Supplement to 
the Bibliography of James T. Farrell’s Writings.” Neda 
M. Westlake has a piece on the Farrell Collection at the 
University of Pennsylvania (234 boxes of MSS., and 87 
of correspondence, including four unpublished novels). 
Senator Paul H. Douglas writes a brief letter. There 
are 15 reproductions of Farrell title pages. And Farrell 
himself has “C’est Droll” (on writing), “Prose Poem” 
(the opening of volume two of Farrell’s planned series 
of 20 novels of a “Comedie Humaine” of our days), 
and a column of “personal words’ to Professor Branch, 
Mrs. Westlake, Senator Douglas, and the ABC editor, 
W. B. Thorsen, all of whom he says, “Vous étes trés, 
trés gentilles.” Not everything that he wrote is equal 
to Studs, but few books in this country come up to this 
picture of a boyhood in Chicago streets—moral disinte- 
gration in a squalid environment.

Angel with Horns and other Shakespeare Lectures, 
by A. P. Rossiter. Edited by Graham Storey. This vol- 
ume consists of a series of lectures: eight given at Cam- 
bridge; and seven at Stratford. There is, consequent- 
ly little scholia (but a good index), and the tone and 
style are for the listener rather than for the reader. The 
plays individually discussed are: Richard III (the “an- 
gel with horns”), Richard 11, Much Ado, Alls Well, 
Troilus, Measure for Measure, Hamlet, Othello, Mac- 
beth and Coriolanus. There are also general lectures on 
the problem plays, Shakespearian Tragedy, Comic Re- 
lief, the Dialectic of the histories and “Wordsworth 
and Shakespeare.” Although I cannot agree with the 
publisher that they “will appeal to a very wide public,” 
they are well written and should interest and provoke 
the thoughtful reader of Shakespeare.

G. Cash. Although the first volume was organized by 
counties and comprised primarily topographical materi- 
al, the second volume was divided into general head- 
ings which included such matters as art, biography, 
folklore, freemasonry, medicine, music, sports, theaters, 
and universities. Mr. Hancock’s supplement follows 
the same general plan, particularly in Volume I, but 
with additions and other welcome changes in Volume 
II. The general headings are much fuller, and the edi- 
tor has considerably improved the basic pattern. This 
is a reference work and will, of course, be of greatest 
use in conjunction with the earlier volumes. Even by it- 
self, however, it should be most helpful to the grow- 
ing body of scholars and others interested in British 
social and art history.

F. Light. Whether he’s writing a surrealist fantasy of 
life inside the Trojan Horse in The Dream Life of Balso 
Snell, a grotesque picture of the miseries of an “agony 
columnist” and his desperate readers in Miss Lonely- 
hearts, a bitter satire parodying the Horatio Alger myth 
in A Cool Million, or of the frustration and mockery 
of the artificial life around the Hollywood studios in 
The Day of the Locust, West displays a unique talent. 
Virtually ignored in his short lifetime (1903 ?-1940), 
ironically a best-seller 17 years after his death with 
The Complete Works (New York, 1957), which con- 
tains his four short novels, West is now the subject of a 
full-dress study. Although Professor Light (Indiana 
State Teachers College) emphasizes the critical aspects, 
he has dug up without the help of West’s literary execu- 
tors some startling facts that the novelist got into 
Tufts without the necessary high school credits and 
into Brown University as an upper-classman on some- 
one else’s record. But the chief value of Dr. Light’s 
work is that it helps us to understand how West’s fic- 
tion creates a sense of horror and revulsion from the 
universe man lives in and the cruel and hopeless world

On the occasion of Joseph L. Wheeler’s retirement as Librarian of the Enoch Pratt Free 
Library, Dr. Harry M. Lydenberg commented that he expected Mr. Wheeler to prove Bertrand Rus- 
sell’s statement that ability “‘to fill leisure intelligently is the last product of civilization.” Since leaving 
Baltimore in 1945, eighty library boards and city administrations throughout the country have sought 
his expert advice in the capacity of “consultant” on their library and building problems. In the field 
of historical research, Mr. Wheeler has engaged in an extensive and scholarly study in an effort 
to establish the location of the Hubbardton Military Road. Many new ideas and methods in library 
building problems and public services were put to work by Mr. Wheeler, and the results of these 
innovations (many of which are now accepted as standard library practice) were recorded in articles 
which appear in this bibliography. He had, and indeed still has, “the happy faculty of knowing a 
good thing, even if it was new.”

ENGLISH RELIGIOUS POETRY, 1600-1699: A Partial Bibliography 
By Exvsie LEAcH 
San José State College 


This is an attempt to provide a necessarily incomplete working bibliography for literary schol- 
ars interested in learning what religious poetry was being written by contemporaries of Donne, 
Herbert, Milton, and Dryden. Several years ago when I was doing research in this area at the 
Henry E. Huntington Library, I went througk both A Short-Title Catalogue and Wing’s continua- 
tion to 1700, noting every title that might belong to a book of religious poetry. Then I exam- 
ined every book on my list which the Huntington and William A. Clark Libraries had in their col- 
lections. By elimination I arrived at the following bibliography. 

It is restricted to religious poems in English published 1600-1699, and excludes merely mor- 
alizing verse, music books with hymns, and verse paraphrases of Scripture. But collections of 
verse containing some religious poems are included. The date given for each title is that of the 
first edition, unless otherwise noted; an asterisk indicates that the volume is also available in a 
modern (nineteenth- or twentieth-century) edition. Long titles have been shortened except when 
especially informative. Entries are arranged alphabetically by the author’s last name, as it ap- 
pears on the title-page or as a signature to a dedicatory epistle. Where only the initials of the 
author are given, or no place of publication is provided, I have followed the conjecture of the 


Huntington cataloguers.

ISRAEL ZANGWILL (1864-1926): A Selected Bibliography

Israel Zangwill, English humorist, novelist, essayist, dramatist, poet, and reformer, was, per- 
haps more than anything else, an interpreter and champion of the Jews. He has been called the 
Jewish Dickens. His humorous and sympathetic portrayals of the inhabitants of the London 
Ghetto introduced to a public already conscious of the condition of the poor a group of poor that 
had not as yet been differentiated. Just at the right moment, too, his “pictures of a peculiar peo- 
ple” set the stage and rang up the curtain for the emerging Zionist movement. Personal involve- 
ment as a Jew coupled with a passionate desire to help the under-dog drew him very quickly into 
the activity that was to dominate the larger part of his life—the work for the establishment of a 
Jewish homeland. For this cause he wrote, traveled, and lectured. At the same time he gave his 
support to the Women’s Suffrage Movement. However, before the reformer took over, the fiction 
writer had produced most of his tales and sketches, many poems, several of his essays and his 
two novels. 


This bibliography attempts (1) to list the Israel Zangwill books and plays published in English 
(there were frequent translations) and as many of the pamphlets as could be traced in order to in- 
dicate the publication sources from which his pamphlets flowed; (2) to list published writings which 
are NOT included in his published books; and (3) to list references to unpublished plays. Zangwill 
regularly gathered together and published in book form the short stories, articles and poems that 
had appeared in periodicals. Later, he similarly gathered into books his essays, lectures, speeches, 
and letters to the Press. 

In the late 80’s and very early 90’s, his work appeared primarily in limited circulation peri- 
odicals. Among them were: 


Ariel, A humorous weekly, sometimes edited by Israel Zangwill, London: July 5, 1890- 
February 6, 1892. 


The Jewish Standard, edited by H. S. Lewis, 1888 to 1890; by Dr. P. D. Hirsch, 1890- 
1891. Under the pseudonym, “Marshallik,” Zangwill contributed a column entitled: 
“Morour and Charousoth.” 


Myer’s Calendar and Diary, an annual, repeatedly published during the 80’s, apparently 
under different names. Sometimes called The Jewish Calendar. Zangwill used the 
pseudonym, “Baroness von S.” 


Purim (A New Fashioned Annual for an Old Fashioned Feast) [c. 1883-1885] edited 
and partly written by Zangwill. 


After the 1892 publication of Children of the Ghetto, the popular magazines welcomed him. 
In 1893 he began a regular monthly column in Pall Mall Magazine which continued through 
1896; another column ran in Critic (N.Y.). In the second half of the 90’s he appeared in North 
American Review, Harpers, Bookman, Outlook and others. As he became more and more widely 
known, he wrote less and less fiction: his last collection of stories appeared in 1907. He continued, 
however, in the midst of his activities on behalf of the Jews to write plays and, in the last year or 
so of his life, he began another novel. The unfinished manuscript bearing the title The Baron of 
Offenbach is at the British Museum. 


Zangwill’s literary contribution makes only a short shelf of books and plays, but he presented 
a portion of humanity that had theretofore been shrouded, and he did it with fine sensitivity and 
great wit.
